There eah be no question asto General
Grant's elevated patriotism, true republican

principles, in the genaral sense of the term,

or of the honesty and kindness of his heart.
His public oareer during the war
and mince has proved that. Nor is the

Proeident incnpable of learning statesmanship.
He hasgn large fund of practical common
sense, and common sense is the first quality
of a statesman, During the war he advanced
in knowledge by experience and showed him-
solf competent for every emergency. Though
he commenced as a colonel of a regiment, and
tiad never been in command of a larger force,
he rose through his military genins and prac-
tioal sense to the command of all the armies,
It is true the foundation of this brilliant mili-
tary career was laid in a West Point eduea-
tion and some little service previonsly in the
Army; bus without genius or great ability he
never foould have gained the victories
ho did gain or have carried out that
lorions campaign which closed up the war.
king, then, at bis great success as a mili-
tary man, we might hope for the display of
uncommon talents in the administration of
the Government. We find many examples in
history of commanders beeoming the
first of statesmen. Cmsar, the first Napoleen,
tho Duke of Wellington, and others may be
namoed as examples. We are aware thas
Genoral Grant no experience or training
in civil affairs till he attained, a short time
ginoe, the elevated position he oconpies—had
never been even in a local legislature or em-
ployed as a civil officer; but the same quali-
ties of mind which distingu.i.shed him so
much as a general might make him a great
ntatesman, were he to a;lwply them with indas-
iry and ambition to civil affairs. It is only
neosssary, we beliove, that he should cut
loose from the weak men and mere politicians
that surround him, trust to his own practical
common sense and patriotic impulses, and
act independently for the good and glory of
iho country.

General Grant's conduct at the close of the
war, and for some time after, showed broad
and correct views of national affairs and indi-
cated ability for statesmanship. Immediately
after the Rebellion was suppressed he wished
10 #ee the Union restored at once and the sad
memories of the war obliterated as soen as
possible. It was evident he did not favor
then, and for some time afterwards, the pro-
longed reconstruction agitation, prosorip-
tion of the Southerners or the Earty politi-
cal object of Congress in keeping the

vestion of reconstruction open. He had

ge and liberal views then, It will be
remembered, too, how broadly national and
patriotio he was on the question of the French
oocoupation of Mexico, when he boldly pro-
to march an armyacross the Ilio Grande
to drive the French from American soil. In
faot, on all questions both of a domestic and
foreign character he was liberal, republican,
and American to the core. His heart is right,
doubtless, but he has trusted to others when
he should have followed his own impulses,
has suffered himself to be the tool of a fae-
tion when he had the people with him and
the power to carry ont his own policy, and is
now only drifting along as a few men direct
him, because he wishes to avoid trouble and
to take things ensy. He seems to have lost
in a measure his independence and ambition
since he bacame President.

None of General Grant's predecessors had
the opportunity he has for accomplishing
great Lgi;gs and acquiring fame. He is Pre-
sident when the Republic is undergoing a
great material, soeial and political revolution,
partly as a result of the war and partly from
the wonderful developments of the age. The
Amaerican Republio, with its forty millions of
intellipent and intensely active citizens, its
boundless and varied resources and wonderful
future, holds the first position among nations,
and is the one to which the people of all
others are looking as the hope of the world,
Genoral Grant helds the helm of affairs just
a8 weo have commenced this new era of pro-
greas and greatness. Will he comprehend this
and the glorious opportunity before him ?
Inatead of suffering himsslf to be clogged in
the mire of party politics, or to be controlled
by weak and narrow-minded polificians, can he
raise himself up to the grandenr of the occa-
gion and high aspirations of the nation? Con-
groas is weak and tossed about like & ship at
gon without a rundder. It wants to be steered.
It needs a guiding hand, Tho dominant party
that elected General Grant looks to the ad-
ministration for maintaining its power, and
would be glad to follow the President in any
popular course he might mark ont for him-
MIF. Reconstruction 18 abont to bo finished,
and will no longer be a political question.
Thore remain the various questions pertaining
to the national finences and taxation. With
yogard to these the President may do some-

g beneficial to the eountry. He can cat
down all expenditures of the departments to
the lowest fignres, and thus save mil-
lions a year., He oan use his power
to check the extravagance of Congress,
and by san improved system of taxation
to lessen the burdens of the people. He can
sot his face against the national bank mono.
poly and the schemes in Congress now to in-
crease its enormous power and profits st the
expenso of the public, There is a broad fisld
in these and other pursly domestic qlnauliunu
for distinguishing and making himself popu-
lar. Butif he wonld arouse the sympathies
of the peopls, if he would touch the popular
heart, and make his administration famous in
history, be must do momething to gratify
national ambition, There is Cubn luokiuﬂ to
us for tical sympathy and snnexation.
This rioh and most valusble island on the
border of the republie, if annexed, would
not only greatly enlurge the area of our
dominion and republican liberty, but would
tend very much to revive our commeroe and

du.un.I:E mercantile warine; would increase
the wariety of our roduots, and would

strengthen our power hout the Ameri.
oan ocontinent, seas and iglands. The sdmin-
istration has but to lft itsa floger, gnd

niss on the Atlantic side are oasting wistful
eyed to the great republio. Oannot Greneral
Grant strike out in a bold policy for the ao-

If General Grant
comprehends the necessities of our national
situation, and should strike out in a new and
bold policy in accordance with them, his ad-
ministration will be a snocess; but if his
vision be confined to petty local affairs and
party politics, if he oannot understand the
mission and destiny of this mighty country,
and remains the mere instrument of the
narrow-minded politicians that surround him,
he will prove a lamentable failure and his
glorious war record will be buried beneath the
unpopularity of his government,

PETITIONS BY FOREIGNERS,
From the N, Y. Tribune,

Beveral days ago, in the Senate, Mr. Conk-

ling asked permission to present the memo-
riAF of Mr. Henry Mahler, a cilinen of
Prussia, which stated, ‘‘in very respectful
and persuasive language, that Mr. er had
contributed waluably and essenhally to the
success of the Ftcn& cable aa an experiment;
and asked that in any adjustment made in
regard to it, we may take into consideration
his claims and affix such requirements as may
be deemed just.” Mr. Conkling asked that
this memorinl might be referred to the Com-
mittee on Foreign Relations. 'To this just
and eourteons proposition, we are ashamed to
say that objection was made upon purely
technical grounds. Messrs, Pomeroy and
Trumbull joined in objecting to the reference
or reception of any petition from a foreigner,
and they were sustained by the Viee-President,
nlthoug{l at first he had grave doubts upon
the subject. Mr. Pomeroy subsequently
withdrew his objection; Mr. Trumbull
thought it best “‘not to change the rule;" and
the Vice-President declined to entertain the
motion to receive the petition.
If the Senate had not subsequently re-
trieved its character for the commonest
civility, and the most ordinary comity, as will
presently be seen, we should have been com-
pelled to characterize its narrow and churlish
course in the plainest of langusge. For any
rule or usage preventing the citizens of
foreign countries who may have grievances
to redress which can only be redressed by
Congress, from respectfully approaching that
body and asking for relief, wo eannot, with
the best exercise of our ingenuity, discover
the smallest excuse. For our relations to
foreign powers have become so numerous
and so intimate, that it may well happen
that injustice to a foreigner may be injustice
to our own citizens; while, in eyunity, there
cannot be the smallest doubt that whenever
weare as & nation (dcriving a general bene-
fit from any project iu which foreigners
are interested, we are bound to protect their
interests ns we would protect our own. What
Mr, Mahler's claims are, we do not know.
They may be inniiniﬁemt. or, however large,
they may be without foundation; but if he
has experienced a wrong at the hands of the
French Company (which is not, by any means,
the most improbable thing in the world), why
should we not, while we are negotiating, so to
gpeak, with that company, consider Mr. Mah-
ler's claim as an important or at least a legiti-
mate part of the subject matter under con-
sideration? Andif we may consider it, why
may not Mr. Mahler, albeit a citizen of Prus-
sia, ask us to consider it ?

Mr, Conkling, having been mef and re-
pulsad by the nsage of the Benate, songht the
usual refuge in a resolution. He moved that
the Conunittee on Resolutions be instructedto
inquire into Henry Mahler's claims against the
managers of the French eable, and whether
they should be regarded or protected by the
Congress of the United States. This time,
we are sorry to say that ob {ectiuna were raised
by a Benator usnally so liberal as Mr. Sum-
ner. ‘“‘If the Senate,” said he, ‘‘cannot re-
ceive o petition or memorial from a forsign
citizen, can the same object be accomplished
indirectly?”’ Of course it can. 1If the Senate
finds itself, by reason of a most unreasonable
precedent, unable to listen directly to s sup-
Eliant who asys for simple justice (as, withont

nowing the particulars, we presuppose Mr.
Mahler to ask), then it is thrice better for
the Senate to do ri;i;'ht indirectly than not to
do right at all, Indeed, Mr. Conkling dis-
posed of this objection in so conolusive and
summary a way, that Mr. Sumner afipears to
bave waived it without further debate, only
suggesting that perhaps it would be better
for Mr, Conkling to write a private note ubout
the matter to the committee. Mr, Conkling
at once and properly declined to write private
notes about anything to any commitiee; and
his . resolution was agreed to. Mr. Mahler
may consider himself not only a fortunate

but & powerful man. He has compelled the
Senate to swallow a great many yards of the
reddest tape in the world.

THE MISSING CROWN JEWELS ARE IN
MEXICO.

A report comes to us from Mexico that will
be interesting to several titled personages in
Europe. It is stated on good authority that
the crown jewels of Spain, which have been
missing for some time, are in pawn at the
national Monte do Piedad in the city of
Mexico.

These piocious articles are not to be seen
by ordipary visitors to that establishment;
but the story is that they were shown to Mr,
fSeward and one or two members of his
party, They inclande the jewels that were
pawned by Isabella—not the Isabella of
the period, but the other—to fit out Colum-
buson his voyage to discover America. A
pertion, if not all the jewsls that have been
added to the Spanish erown since that time
are with them, and the entire lot has been
pledged as collateral as a loan to somebody.
The amount of the loan and the name of the
party who negotinted it are not given, but
could probably be ascertained by npﬁ%icu_tiou
to the proper authorities at the Maxican
eapital.

At first glance it would seem improbable
that these jewels should be pladged in
Mexico; but a little reflection will show that
they would more likely be in Mexico than
anywhere else. It would be impossible, for
diplowatic reasons, to {mwn them at any na-
tiounl mont de piete in Enrope, and thero is
probably no private establishment on that
side of the water that could or would lond
money upon them. We have no national
pawnbroker in the United States, and theroe ia
no private Simpson or Jacobs among us who
commands sufficient capital to haundle ban-
bles o costly, Dut Mexico is remote; it has
no diplowatic relations with Bpain, France,
or Austris; doesn’t eare a rush nbont Enrope,
or the opinions of nny of its soversigns; and
has a pational three.ball shop of nnlimited
onpital. Possibly this discovery may lead to
reclpmuations and threats from Prim and
Serrano, but they will have little effoct upon
the mind of Benito Juarez and his country-
men.
